Mr,  Chairman 9  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Services  for  the  year  1962* 

There  has  again  been  an  increase  in  population  of  the  district  (300  persons) 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  has  increased ,  (131  houses) •  This  is 
mainly  due  to  private  development  at  Great  Cornard,  although  there  is 
building  activity  on  a  smaller  scale ,  in  ail  parts  of  the  district  *  The 
birth  rate  has  risen  and  the  national  increase,  this  year  was  4«4  per  I9OOO 
population  (2.2  in  1961) . 

The  death  rate  remains  low,  and  the  district  appears  healthy .  I  am 
particularly  glad  to  note  no  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  breast  or  uterus, 
for  this  year  or  last.  I  am  equally  sorry  to  note  five  cases  of  lung  cancer, 
and  four  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents,  all  men.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  is  not  exceptionally  high,  but  it  is  still  capable  of  improvement. 

Slaughterhouses.  As  smaller  slaughterhouses  which  cannot  be  brought  up  to  the 
required  standards  are  closed,  it  is  most  important  that  those  slaughterhouses 
remaining,  from  which  meat  to  supply  the  population  over  a  wide  area  is 
distributed,  should  maintain  the  highest  standards.  In  this  connection,  the 
encouragement  and  instruction  of  the  staff  in  hygiene  and  good  meat 
handling  practice  is  as  vital  as  the  provision  of  safe  and  hygienic*  working 
conditions,  and  I  know  that  your  Public  Health  Officers  work  continuously  to 
foster  high  standards. 

Housing.  This  area  is  one  in  which  old  cottages  are  purchased  and  modernised, 
frequently  at  considerable  expense.  This  has  resulted  in  many  cottages  being 
salvaged  and  improved,  which  might  otherwise  have  been  threatened  by  closure 
or  demolition  procedures.  The  Council !s  extensive  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of 
all  the  major  villages  of  the  district,  will  further  encourage  this  process. 

There  do  remain,  however,  some  properties  which  are  severely  lacking  in 
amenities,  and  lacking  also  the  charm  which  might  encourage  the  spending  of 
money  for  improvements.  They  represent  very  poor  housing  accommodation  for 
their  occupants. 
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I  am  glad  that,  in  the  Great  Cornard  area,  plans  are  being  considered  for 
the  recreational  needs  of  children,  by  the  increase  of  play  areas  and  open  spaces. 
I  hope  that  plans  will  also  prosper  that  provide  for  recreational . facilities, 
which  are  equally  necessary,  for  the  leisure  time  of  adurts  in  this  rapidly 
growing,  partly  industrialised  community. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
understanding,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  advice  and  co— operation*)  I  am  pleased  to  record  that  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  the  officials  and  staff  of  the  Council  departments, 

I  have  received  constant  help  and  consideration.

PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  following  Report  is  submitted  by  tiro  W.E.  Strutt,  the  Council fs 
Waterworks  Manager. 

Luring  the  year  ended  31st  March,  19^3?  the  Council fs  Public  Water 
Supplies  have  been  satisfactory,  both  in  quantity  and  quality,  although 
the  consumption  per  head  of  the  population  is  rising  in  the  Central  and 
Northern  Areas  and  will  continue  to  do  so  as  and  when  Sewerage  and 
Sewa ge  Disposal  Schemes  come  into  operation,  apart  from  the  need  for 
supplies  required  arising  from  the  rapid  development  taking  place  in 
the  residential  area  of  Great  Cornard. 


The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  approved  the  Council* s 
application  for  permission  to  sink  duplicate  boreholes  at  Blackhouse 
Lane,  Little  Cornard,  and  a  licence  to  abstract  additional  quantities 
of  water  to  augment  the  supplies  in  the  Central  Area  of  the  Rural 
District  was  issued.  Consideration  was  given  to  the  question  of  storage, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  construct  a  500,000  gallons  Surface  Water  Reservoir 
adjacent  to  the  existing  Water  Tower  at  Great  Cornard,  a  200,000  gallons 
Water  Tower  at  Assington,  and  a  100,000  gallons  Water  Tower  at  Little 
Waldingf ieldo 

Sections  of  4n  Asbestos  Cement  WFater  Mains  were  laid  on  the  Heath 
Estate,  Great  Waldingfield,  where  Messrs.  W.  Crossman,  &  Son,  Ltd., 
proposed  to  construct  57 -dwellings,  and  on  Swanfield  Estate,  Long  Melford, 
where  Messrs.  Chas.  Cook  &  Partners  Ltd.,  propose  to  construct  77 
dwellings • 

At  the  end  of  March  19&2,  4? 779  bouses  were  receiving  a  mains 
water  supply 5  3? 79^  properties  having  a  laid-on  supply  and  9$3 

properties  being  supplied  by  means  of  Standpipes  in  gardens.

The  structural  condition  of  the  Disposal  Works  continued  to  deteriorate 
and  the  Council !s  Consulting  Engineers  were  asked  to  prepare  a  report  on  its 
future#  The  use  of  the  Works  for  the  disposal  of  cleansing-unit  contents 
was  discontinued  in  November# 
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Bures. 


An  excess  of  suspended  solids  in  the  effluent  was  troublesome  during 
the  summer.  There  was  no  obvious  cause  and  the  condition  improved  in  the 
autumn.  Removal  of  all  scum  hoards  from  the  humus  tanks  appeared  to  contribute 

to  this  improvement. 


Long  Mel ford. 

Investigations  into  an  excess  of  suspended  solids  in  the  effluent 
continued  from  the  previous  year  indicated  that  the  trouble  wa.o  due  uO 
the  breaking  down  of  the  filter  media.  A  settlement  channel  was  provi  e 
downstream  of  the  filters  with  a  subsequent  improvement  in  the  quality 

of  the  effluent. 


Night  Soil  Scheme. 

The  Council  decided  that  villages  which  have  in  the  past  had  a  night- 
soil  collection  service  would  cease  to  have  one  where  a  main  sewer  has  been 
provided  and  has  been  in  operation  for  two  years.  Those  proper  les  no  a  c 
to  drain  to  the  sewer  would  continue  to  have  a  night-soil  collection  service.
